A Chicago House Offering

The Obstacles St. Louis Has to Con- 
tend With in Kansas—Low Rates 
From New Orleans to Oswego, Kan. 
—Rates to Columbus, Kan., and 
Hamilton, Mo. — Startling State- 
ments From Springfield. 


The way that a railroad company will fight for a 
little shipment of freight without auy money in it is 
amusing, and usually incomprebensible to 
any one without the railroad world. 
It seems funny that a railroad during 
a “war of rates” will not only fight for 
business that does not pay, but will make contracts 
for months ahead that are bound to involve losses 
of thousands of dollar. This wild rush for freight 
cut St. Louis out of a great deal of business in past 
years, and particularly of late for Western roads, 
and St. Louis lines with both an Eastern and 
Western connection will make such a rate around 


cheap rates from Kansas City to the East as forced 
the Western lines to equalize matters, and place St. 
Louis on an equitable‘footing—or rather on a footing 
as nearly equitable as the bridge arbitrary will 
allow. Perhaps the most absurd case of this kind, 


‘however, was that encountered by a firm here 


which sold some goods to San Francisco, and de 
sired to ship them from Frankfort, Ohio. They 
ordered them consigned to the Atchison, Topeka 
and Santa Fe Road at Kansas City, never supposing 
for a moment but that the goods would pass 
through St. Louls. Instead, they went from Cin- 
cinnati via the Louisville and Nashville road to 
Memphis, and over the Kansas City, Fort Scott and 
Gult to Kansas City, thus traveling over 975 miles 
where they could have made 625 miles in 
ao almost direct line and made 
better time, This is something after the 
style of going to New York from St. Louis via San 


Francisco. 
ANOTHER CASE 

of railroad peculiarity is related by a St Louis 
gentieman who is making a heavy bid for Western 
trade. On account of the classification he finds 
himself somewhat handicapped, but by making 
close figures he manages to steal a little business 
from Kansas City at times. Not long since he 
managed to sell a bill of goodsin Beloit, Kan., 
which buyer ordered shipped by Wabash and 
Union Pacific. The salesman, forgetting instruc 
tions and knowing the Missouri Pacific ran through 
Beloit, marked the order for that road. When the 
goods arrived the consignee complained that his 
orders had not been followed and some corre- 
spondence ensued. Finally the contracting 
freight agent of the Union Pacific at this point 
called upon the gentleman who had shippei 
the goods to ask an explanation. 
During the course of the conversation, the gentie- 
man was looking over some correspondence in the 
freight agent's hands when he came across a most 
remarkable document. It was a letter setting forth 
that the agent of the Union Pacific at Beloit had 
written the assistant geveral freight agent of the 
road at Kansas City, that ——, of Beloit, would soon 
be placing an order for certain goods and mm HAD 
rr votive —— & ——, Kawsas City, 0 Loox 
our as ST. LOUIS HOUSES WERE AFTER THE 
ORDER, 

This is a decided novelty in railroad methods 
Hereafter no Kansas City house will need senda 
traveling salesman to points on the Union Pacific. 
All that will be necessary is to notify the local agent 
of the road that they are in the market and they 
will be kept posted on the needs of the town. 

This same gentleman says that he cut 
10 per cent on prices of all goods 
to try to capture Western trade, but found 
rates were so far against him he could do very 
little. This can be attributed largely to classifica- 
tion differences. The Post-Dispaton correspond-

COLUMBUS, KAN., 

writes: From the best information I can glean, 
there has been quite a transfer of trade from St, 
Louis to Kansas Oity, and wholly on account of the 
high freight rates. The merchants claim that they 
can buy goods in Kansas City just as cheap as in 
St. Louis, and the freight rates are not half as high. 
This is particulariy true of grocery men and hard- 
ware men.“ 

Columbus is 844 miles from St. Louis and 148 from 
Kansas City. From Chicago it is distant about 695 
miles. The rates quotedare: Dry goods—St. Louis 
$1 10, Kansas City 60 cents; hardware—8t. Louis

says that his firm shipped two buggies to Cawker 
four weeks ago and they were weighed under the 
rules of the Weighing Association. They were 
charged at 475 pounds each, which is all correct. A 
‘Kansas City house, however, says Mr. Neave, ships 
precisely the same articles on an estimated weight 
of VO pounds each. The consignee at Cawker made 
outa bill for the difference between Kansas City 
and St. Louis freight chagges, which was turned 
over to Mr. Emerson of the Missouri Pacific with 
the request that the matter be straightened out.

The salesman writes 
under date, August 14th: “Mr. —— of this place 
complains about freight rates, and asks that we 
meet Chicago rate, which you will find on the other 
side of this sheet. His understanding of the matter 
is that the Railroad Uompany gives & Co. a 
rebate and that they do not haveto standit. Our 
fourth class rate to above point is 40 cents.” 

On the back of this letter is a copy ofa letter 
from a Chicago house to the man at Hamilton: 
„Dran Strn—We would like very much to sell you 
your miscellaneous hardware. and we will make you 
this offer. We will agree to allqw you any excess 
of freight over the following named rates: 

FIRST CLASS, 70 CENTS. 

SECOND CLASS, 55 CENTS, 

THIRD CLASS, 40 CENTS. 

FOURTSA CLAS, 80 CENTS. 

“This to apply om oraers taken after the present 
date only and to apply until further notice. We 
make you these rates as we are desirous of piacing 
ourselves on an equal footing with any other 
market, and we believe these rates are lower than 
you can ship goods from St. Louis. They are 
identical with the tariff from St. Louis to Came- 
ron. 

The tariff rates from Chicago to Hamilton are: 

FIRST CLASS, 80 CENTS. 

SECOND CLASS, 67 CENTS. 

THIRD CLASS, 50 CENTS. 

FOURTH CLASS, 38 CENTS. 

The distance from St. Louis to Hamilton via 
Wabash and Burlington is 267 miles; from Chicago 
by the Burlington the distance is 434 miles The 
Burlington will not take freight at St. Louis for 
Hamilton, because of its agreement with the Wa- 
bash, but Mr. Sanborn of the Burlington says that 
by the round-about road by which the Burlington 
could take it, via Bushnell, they would not charge 
more than Chicago rates, while tariff rates from 
St. Louis via the Wabash are less than those from 
Chicago. Mr. Sanborn believes that the rebate in 
this case is taken out of the merchants* profit, and 
does not come outof the freight rate. The mer- 
chant at Hamilton, however, does not seem to 
think 80.

"FRISCO METHODS. 


How the GulfCombination Harts St. Louis 
—Missouri Pacific Local Kates. 
By Telegravh to the Post-Dispatch. 

SPRINGFIELD, Mo., August 26.—In a conversation 
with the representative of a St. Louis house to-day 
I gleaned the following: He ships m St. Louls 
to Nichols Junction over the Frisco, a distance of 
248 miles, the goods being farm iuwpiements, ata 
rate of O 1-2 cents per hundred in car load lots. He 
now pays on the same class of goods from St. Louis 
to Seymour, a point on the Gulf Road 278 miles 
from St. Louis, @ cents, being a charge of 191-2 
CENTS ron THE 35 MILES FROM SPRINGFIELD TO Sr. 
mourn. He pays to Mansfield from St. Louis, over 
the same route, abeut 295 miles from St. Louis, 48 
cents, being 4 CHARGE oF 271-2 cenTs For THE 50 
MILES From SPRINGFIELD TO MANSFIELD, and 


until West Plains (Howell Oounty) is reached. 
From West Plains eastward, however, to points on 
the Gulf Road, as Iron Mountain competition is felt 
or reached, the rates begin to deerease, so that to 
several points between West Plains and Hoxie ship- 
ments can be made over the Gulf Road at less rates 
than are charged to points between Mansfield 
and West Plains, the shipments being invariably 
made over the Nuo and Gulf. The Gulf Road's 
plea for not being able to make lower rates is that 
any reduction that it may make will be offset by 
an increased charge by the ‘Frisco, the ‘Frisco 
seeming by this to be favorable to the maintenance 
of the present high rate to the point above indi- 


cated. 
MISSOURI PACIFIO LOCALS. 

We have it on reliable authority thata car load 
of binder twine was shipped from St. Louis, a 
short time since, to Washington on the Missouri 
Pacific, to be distributed at Washington, New 
Haven and Hermann, all points on the Missouri 
Pacific within twenty-five miles of each other, and 
the local freight on part of the shipment from 
Washington to New Haven, a distance of thirteen 
miles, was just 1 cent less per hundred pounds than 
it would have been if shipped local from St. Louis 
to New Haven, a distance of sixty-eight miles; 
showing that the buyer paid more for freight on 
his twine, by reason of these arbitrary charges 
levied between Washington and New Haven, though 
shipped at car load rates from St. Louis to Wash- 
ington, nearly the entire distance from St. Leuis to 
New Haven, thanif he had accepted the local rate 
schedule as a standard from St. Louis to New 
Ha ven in the first instance. 

The shipment from Washington to Hermann, 
twenty-five miles, of a fraction of the same car load 
actually cost more under the lecal standard be- 
teen these points than it would have cost if 
shipped the entire distance from St. Leuis to 
Hermann at locai rates, thereby losing all the ben- 
efits deriyed from the car-load rate to Washing- 


ton. 
FAVORS FOR SPRINGFIELD. 


Again: Wagon manufacturers and jobbersin St. 
Louis and east of that point are required to pay 
local rates om all shipments of wagens when 
shipped in less than carload lots, while the Spring- 
field Wagon Company can ship at car-load rate 
even if it ships fractional car loads, provided it 
ships three or more wagons. This privilege is al- 
lowed Springfield by both the Gulf and ‘Frisco, 
while it is not given to St. Louis or the East.

The Wabash Strikers’ Committee 
Leave for Home To-Day. 


A Severe Letter to Labor Commis 
sioner Kochtitzky—All Quiet at the 
Shops—What the Knights of Labor 
Representatives Are Doing in the 


East. ‘ 


The loca! situation in Knights of Labor circles is 


practically unchanged since yesterday. The Wab- 
ash committee is still here and held a session to 
day at the Hotel Brown. What is accomplished at 
these meetings is closely guarded from the 
outside public by the committeemen 
and all attempts to ascertain the 
character of the proceedings are  fu- 
tie. From conversations with Messrs. Cough- 
lin and Russell, it is inferred that the Wabash com- 
mittee has completed its labors at this point and 
that the members will leave for their homes this 
evening or to-morrow morning. Coughlin remains 
over for several days to address a number of iabor 
demonstrations here and in East St. Louis. The 
important action which. the commit- 
tee is said to have taken yesterda 

is referred to mysteriously as an order which wil 

affect the entire country west of New Tork,“ but 

further than that nothing definite can be learne I. 
“The National Executive Committee has the whole 
matter in its hands now.“ said Mr. Laughlin toa 
Post-DispaTtcH reporter this morning, and 
I bave not the power or author- 
ity to divaige anything — | their 
proposed action in the matter.

The Everlasting Cry That is Wafted 
to the Mayor,

The reporter entered the inger sanctuary 
and there found Commodore Smith working at his 
desk. Commodore, said the reporter, tell me 
something about the Mayor's methods of issuing 


pardons.” 

“Now, young man you have tackled a subject 
that would take hours to explain. Iwill say this 
much, that some intermeddling people have been 
1 ill-timed remarks about the pardon of one

McCaffrey heard it hurriedly and fined the man.

No pardon is granted here except on the recom- 
mendation of some good citizen, When such 
recommendation is made and after the Mayor is 
thoroughly satisfied that the man is a good citizen 
and is trustworthy, he adopts his suggestion and 
pardons the prisoner. Now, Sergeant McGrew can 
tell you more about the classes of peopie who are 
pardoned than ican. Go to him.“ 

rgeant M oGrew said: The story is a long one 
and one that few people have any idea of. lu the 
tirst place the docket of each Police Court comes 
nere and from it we caa see just who is fined. 
Pardons are granted on the recommendations of 
men whom the Mayor knows to be trustworthy, 
and in whom he can eee confidence, and further- 
more, it must be understood that the Mayor never 
graocts any remit or pardon until be has gone over 
the case and all its details and knows exactly what 
is wanted. Ia considering fives they are divided 
into two classes, those which range above 85 and 
those which range, below. In tue former case it 
indicates a serious offense, and whena man has 
been fined above that amount one or more 
times previously, the case is always referred to 
the Chief of Police, whose recommendation is finai. 
Men whose finegare above $25 are, as a class, bard 
cases and

of the law, but it often happens that when executive 
clemency is granted upou mises of refyrm such 
clemency is beneficial have known mauy 
instances where pardons have been granted and the 
men, wuo were formeriy hard cases, have reiormed 
and are now respectable citizens. Then thereisa 
different kind of clemency exercised in cases of 
wite-beating. It often happens nat aman is sent 
down for tun offense and leaves a wife aud several 
cuildren unprovided for. T. ese starve as long as 
they cao stand it, and thenthe wife comes and 
pieads fora pardon. It is tue right thing to grant 
a on give - man à cuauce 
to support his family, and it 18 
a fact that such is of great value. In 
these Cases a on is never granted, except on 
application of the wife, aud her request must be 
backed by that of some reputable citizen. 

“The next class to ve cousiiered is that of a hard 
working man and a good citizen, who goes to the 
Work House as the resu t of one spree. His friends 
and fellow workmen ask for his pardon, aud prom- 
ise that he will go to work at once. In such Cases a 
pardon is granted on payment of costs. 

“The next Class tuat comes before us is that of two 
reputabie citizens who quarrel, and in a city with a 
great population it is to be expecied that neighbors 
will quarrei upon a trivial provocatioa. Cross 
Cuarges are made by each, and. as a result, both are 
fined. They are seat down to the cooler, and after 
meditatin,. they decide that peace is very desirable, 
and both suaKke bao and become 

again. The Mayor is informed 
and both es are remitted upon promise of 
future good behavior. The next class taxes in 
chronic druoks who belong to respec.av.e families, 
aod who suffer by their chronic misdeeds; a par- 
don is granted upon tue promise of tue prisouer's 
friends to seud him out of the city. These are the 
princ: pal cases that come under our notice. 

“Well,” asked the reporter, “how does the 
exercise of executive clemency by Mayor Francis 
compare with tnat of otner Mayors?” 

“lnat is adeiicate question to answer, but this 
much I can say, hat Mayor Francis is the most 
painstaking mao in tuis respect tuat i ever knew.” 

“Has be issued more or less pardons than his 
predecessors?” 

“| wou't answer that question. It would be en- 
tirely unofficiai.”’ 

Does ae inquire into each case?” 

“Yes, he never issues a pardon until thoroughly 
satisiied that suca would vue the right course to 
pursue. Furthermore, ne will never grant a par- 
don iu any case wuere he thinks theappiication and 
indorsement was influeuceu by motives of gain. In 
otuer words, (here are no pardon brokers now.”

A PLEASED PEKISONEK. 


Maxwell More Content With His Cell Than 
With Hi« Prison Freedom. 

Despite the fact that he has been credited with an 
inordinate vanity which made him enjoy beartily 
the attentions paid him by the outside public. 
Walter H. Lennox-Maxwell declares that he is 
delighted in the change in his mode of life and that 
he is so contented while in his cell that if it were 
not for health’s sake he would not care to leave his 
ceil during the tu o hours devoted 
daily to exercise in the corridor. He 
was fee ing very —— fe afternoon when con- 
versing with a Post-Dterpatom reporter and said 
that he believed thathe was gaining rather than 
losing flesh during hiscoufinement. On the subject

Maxwell rather compiained of the toue in which 
some of his lady correspondents are addressing 
him.

Mitwavkesr, Wis., August 26.—Mrs. Lydia Ely, 
Superintendent of the Art Department of the Mil- 
waukee Exposition, was acquainted with C. Arthur 
Prelier, the victim of the St. Louis trunk murder. 
She met him on the steamer returning from Europe 
a year ago last February, and saw a great deal of 
him during the passage. From observations made 
during the trip,she pronounced Preller a gentieman 


of culture aud refinement. His kindness of beart 
was manifested in attentions to the passengers dur- 
ing the troubies of the sea voyage, and throughou: 
the entire run across the Atlantic his actions be- 
spoke bim as one of nature's noblemen. Mra. Ely 
can vot associate a man of such sterling 
virtues with a conspiracy to swindle a 
life insurance company, and 18 of 
the opinion that Preller was baseiy murdered. 
Mrs. Ely, who is a portrait painter, naturally took a 
close observation of Preiler’s features. She says 
she noticed on the edges of his teeth a mark that 
cannot but lead to the iden! ification of his remaina. 
She says the teeth were discolored to a dark brown 
tint, the blemis’. being in the bone itseif and not on 
tue surface. This mark on Preller's teeth was 
made conspicuous to her by -Preiler’s habit of 
smoking cigarettes while in conversation. Mrs. 
Ely says that ever siſce reading the accounts of 
the finding of Prefier’s body she has had the un- 
comfortacle feeling that he must have been alive 
when put into the trunk, and that be subsequently 
caine to life aud then died of suffocation.

Western Geological Surveys. 
By Telegraph to the Post-Dispatch. 

Wasuinoron, D. C., August 26.—According to the 
latest report from the geological survey the Mis- 
souri-Kansas section engaged in preparing the ge- 
ography of that part of the country, has completed 
1,030 square miles in Eastern Kansas and Western 
Missouri, and 1,980 square miles of rolling country 
in Southern Kansas. In the Yellowstone Park sec- 
tion there is reported the completion of the moun - 
tain region in the northwestern part of the park, 
extending as far south as 44 degrees, 48 minutes 
and eastward to the east boundary line of the park - 
Inthe geological division of the Yellowstone 
Mr. Leffiingwell made certain surveys of lands in 
the neighborhood of the mammoth hot springs and 
the lower geyser basin for the use of the Secretary 
of the Interior in determining questions relative to 
leased grounds in the park. A somewhat more 
complete map of the springs was prepared than 
was at first intended and mm addition a plate was 
made, showing the position of the town of Gardiner 
and the buildings belonging to J. C. McCartney, in 
relation tothe northern boundary of the park. 
Work was continued at the Denver, Colorado, office 
upon the analysis of the ten-mile rocks, and in tne 
Gunnison region on sedimentary and eruptive rocks 
and structural problems. Type collections of 
nypersthene audesite were made and observations 
recorded bearing on some important structural 
problems tobe soived, which affect not only the 

uestion of ore deposition, but aiso the general up- 
lift of the Rocky Mountain system.

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A BOLD SCHEME, 


Discovery of a Plan to Counterfeit 
Brazilian Treasury Notes. 


Arrest of One of the Principals—His 
Confession—Part of the Work Done 
in St. Louis—The New Orleans End 
of the Conspiracy—The Only Confed- 
erate of the Prisoner Located. 


One of the heaviest cases of counterfeiting known 
to the detective service in this century and the first 
case of crime against a foreizn government 
attempted under the new United Staffs jaw, as far 
as is known to the local officials, has been brought 
to earth here in St. Louis. It is a conspiracy 
against the Brazilian Government and 
involves $342,000 in amount. The head and 


front of the scheme was located here in St. Loufa, 
and the intended fraud was discovered in this city. 
So far as is known only two men are involved in 
the ot and one of them is now in the 
custody of the United States Marshal. 
He was arrested on August 17, and his 
name is Lucius A. White. ‘ihe discovery of the 
contemplated fraud did not come from the de- 
tective service, but from Augus" Gast & Co., the 
prin ers who were employed to do the work. 

On June 2% a man giving the name of 
L. A. White went to August Gast & Co. and 
ordered 8,000 labels for cigar boxes. Toe design 

iven for the labels was a national treasury note of 

razil, which was to be printed inthe finest styie 
and on the finest paper, avd on one edge of 
it on a continuation of the paper was to be 
printed a label of a brand of cigars. Gast & Co. 
took the order and proceeded to fil. The work was 
continued up to the point of making tne plates. 
Some of the work was done on steeiand the rest 
was lithographed in the best style of work- 
manship. he firm suspected nothiug until 
the first proof was taken and then the result was so 
excellent and the 

IMITATION OF THE BRAZILIAN NOTE 
so complete and deceiving that their suspicions 
were aroused. Not being aware of the new law 
existing, making it a crime to counterfeit 
obligations of a foreign government. they 
notified the Brazilian Consul in this city 
of the order and later notified the consul of the 
same government at New York. Consulting fur- 
ther on the matter with their attorneys they became 
cognizant of the United States law, and the wuole 
matter was laid before United States District Attor- 
ney. Bliss. No intimation of their suspicions was given 
to White, and the work was continued as if nothing 
was wrong. Under instruction of the Government 
officials here the labels were printed for delivery. 
White was told to call for them on August 17. 
The detectives were in wailing for 
him, and obtained knowledge of the 
instructions and of bis intentions. The 
labels were to be delivered at the Hotel Moser. 
where White was stopping, and the same night he 
was placed under arrest by deputy marshals de- 
tail for the purpose. White took his arrest 
coolly. He was not removed from the hotel, but 
was carefully guarded in his room, while the fact 
of the arrest was kept as quiet as 
possible in order that his companions in the plot 
might be apprebended. The fact of the arrest 
havine been made leaked out and was known, but 
the officiais used the most strenuous endeavors to 
prevent any publication of the matter in 
order that no notice might be 
given to the conspirators, ifany existed. The ut- 
most was done to !ocate the others interested in the 
job. White, who is a man about 34 years of age, of 
medium height, with dark complexion, hair, eyes 
and mustache and goatee, was searched, as was 
bis room at the Hotel Moser. 
some $200 IN CASH, 
several diamonds and a gold watch and chain were 
found. By carefuliy following what ciews were to 
be picked up, the identity of his partner was also 
secured, and he was followed up and is believed 
now to be located. 
he r made a_ confession, which is 
believed to de false, im so far as it 
relates to his confederates and to the scheme which 
was on hand. He stated that his home was at 
Whitney, Texas, but that he had lived i» Brazil 
since his youth, or at least for eighteen years past. 
The latter part of the confession is borne out by 
his. 8 and appearance. He waid that 
he returned to Texas some six montus 
ago and went to farming. While there he meta 
man named Lane, who claimed to have known him 
in Brazil, and proposed a plan to him by which 
they could make $40 a day and expenses: He a ked 
what that was and Lane expiained his plan of 
having these cigar labels printed and used.

with the Brazilian authorities wili bring the whole 
affair to light. White, the man aow in custody, is 
not known tothe detectives. as a counterfeiter and 
it is not thought that he is an oid hand at the busi- 
ness, but the boldness of the operation and the 
shrewdness with which it was carried out speak 
well for bis nerve and ability.

An office-holder isthe servant of 
the whole people, and they naturally expect 
him to devote himself wholly to his official 
duties. There may be men who can be con- 
spicuously active and efficient in campaign 
work without at all neglecting their official 
duties, or serve a party without impairing the 
higher allegiance the holders of public office 
owe to their country.

A Fat Frauchise. 
From the New York World. 

It has been asserted that Senator John Sherman's 
recent visit to the Pacific coast was not wholly dis- 
connected with his individual interest in the Alaska 
Commercial Company, asitis called, which has 
the exclusive franchise of the seal fishery in the 
Alaska region. This company, which isa very 
close corporation, was organized in San Francisco 
on a nominal capital of $2,000,000. It is locally 
assessed on personal property tothe amount of 
$87,850, when the franchise is alleged to be worth 
at least $10,000,000, or $38,000,000 more than the 
United States Government paid to Russia for the 
whole of Alaska. The company has the right to 
catch seals on the Pribylov Islands tothe number 
of not mure than 100,000 a year, paying $2 for each 
skin taken and shipped, and in addition a rental of 
$55,000 a year. The average value of the skins is 
$17 , giving a total income of $1,750,000 from this 
source, making the rental and tax for se valuable a 
franchise seem ridiculous!y disproportionate to the 
enormous receipts of the company. 

But it is asserted that the company takes and 
ships annually atleast 200,000 seal, or twice the 
number permitted, and, moreover, that it makes no 
return whatever for valuable furs, such as bear, 
beaver and mink skins, the annual aggregate value 
of which is asserted to be even greater than that of 
the sealskins. 10

A Disbarred Attorney's Letter to First 
Comptroller Durham Leads to an 
Investigation Resulting in Startling 
Disclosures—Fat Salaries Paid Un- 
authorized Employes—List of the

WaszinxeGTon, D. C., August 26.—First Comptroller 
Durham recently received a letter from a lawyer 
named Manning, who bad been disbarred by the 
Court of Alabama Claims, warn ng him that all 
was not right with the Court. and suggesting an 
investigation of accounts, The Comptroller im- 
mediately instituted an investigation which has 
discovered a system of extravagant and illegal 
expenditures which might have escaped detection 
for an indefinite length of time had Lawyer 
Manning not written bis warning letter, which 
would not have been written had he not been dis- 
barred by the Court. Last Friday three 
requisitions for 880.000 each reach th: Comptroller 
through the Secretary of State, from the Court of 
Alabama Claims. Instead of being passed unhes- 
itatingiy and without question, they were detained

and they are still unsigned. The Comptroller's 
conclusions were aummarized yesterday in the 
folowing statement prepared by him for publica- 
tion: The Court of Commissioners of Alabama 
Claims was created in 1874 to hear proof of claims 
to be paid out of the $15,500,000 awarded 
by the Geneva Commission, and was con- 
tinued by various acts until December 31, 1877. 


It was constituted of five judges with an annual 
salary of $6.000 each, a cierk at 83.00. a steno 
grapber at 82.500 ani an attorney to represent the 
United Sta'es, at a salary of $8,000. Provision was 
aiso made for the rentofa court room, furnitu 
Stationary, fuel and other necessiry incidenta 
expenses, all of which were to be paid out of said 
fund before judgments were paid. The Comp- 
troller found, that outside of the above named 
officers, there were on the pay rolls 
the names of the assistant counsel kor the- 
United States, clerks to said counsel, expert c'erks 
to experts, messengers, watchmen, efc., whose 
aggregate salaries amounted to about $34,500 per 
year. He also found in the quarterly returus that 
there has been paid to other assisting counsel 
$1,000 for the quarter ending December 31, 1584, 
and about $7, for the quarter ending March 31, 
1885, besides other alleged illegal payments. He 
says he finds no law authorizing said payments 
and, after consuiting with the Acting-Secretary of 
the Treasury and with the Solicitor of the Treasury, 
he has decided to stop ail future payments of the 
same.

The President's Whereabouts Con- 
cealed From Inquisitive Travelers— 
A Cool Reception at the Prospect 
House—Guided to the President's 
Camp at Willis’ Pond—Courteously 
Received—The Chief Magistrate in 
Excellent Health and Enjoying 


Himself. 


Special Correspondence of the Post-Disvatch. 
Urra Saranac Laz, N. V., August 24.—The re- 
port gained currency in Saratoga last week, and 
from thence throughout the country, that President 
Cleveland was seriously ill at the camp in some un- 
known part of the Adirondack forests, where he 
and his friends, Dr. Samuel B. Ward of Albany, 
and Mr. E R. Bacon of New York, had settled 
down for the President's vacation. The momentous 
and far-reaching consequences incident to the 
very serious character or the possible fatal termi- 
nation of such iliness, made the report of the 
greatestimportance.

part of every summer for half a score of years in 
tLese woods. He is, besides, a man of great culti- 
vation and a charming companion. Desirous of 
learning from Dr. Ward, and by personal observa- 
tion, the exact state of the President's health. your 
correspondent left New York for Albany on 
Wednesday, August 19. Never was a favorite 
beauty of a Sultan's seraglio guarded more carefully 
from intrusion than President Cleveland has been 
since his retirement into the fastnesses.

who came to pass the day at the house in order to

THE ORDINANCE NOT VALID. 


An Important Decision Rendered by Pro- 
visional Judge Fauntleroy. 

Acting Judge Fauntleroy in the Court of Crimi. 
nal Correction has rendered a decision in the case 
of the State of Missouri vs. Henry Ahearn, William 
Burns and Thomas Gannon, tried in his court ona 
charge of petit larceny. They had been accused of 
the larceny of a sack of flour of the value of 32, 
such an offense being petit larceny under the 
general State law. When the case came up in the 
Court of Criminal Correction it developed that the 
defendents had been tried and acquitted on the 
charge of stealing this same sack of flour ina 
prosecution in 0 ond District Police 
Court under the new city ordinance 
commonly called the pilfering act.“ which makes 
the stealing of any article of the value of less than 
twenty dollars cognizable and punishable in the 
police courts of this city. The attorneys for the 
defendants claimed that as the defendants had been 
once acquitted in a trial in which they were 
charged with this same offense they could not 
again be placed on trial charged with the offense. 
The fact of the trial and acquittal in the Police 
Court was not formally pleadedin the Court of 
Criminal Correction, but Prosecuting Attorney

Judge Thayer Wrestles With a Mo- 
tion in the Ames-Scudder Case.

Testimony of John P. Keiser and Ben 
W. Lewis to Be Taken Outside the 
State—Two Wife-Beaters to Face the 
Divorce Court—Matters in Assign- 
ment—Commercial Litigation. 


The interminable Ames-Scudder litigation came 
to the front again this morning in Judge Thayer's 
Court.

Keiser and Ben W. Lewis, who are both absent 
frem the city on vacation. It seems that in the 
course of the examination before Referee Arba N. 
Crane a motion was entered to postpone the 
hearing until those kentlemen returned 
to the city, but the Referee overruled . 
the motion. The Referee likewise deciined 
to appoint a Comunissioner to take their depositions 
out of the State. ‘ 

Mr. Grover applying this morning to the court 
for a dedimus, stated that the evidence of Messrs. 
Lewis and Keiser wus necessary with reference to 
the orgauizatiou and reorganization of the Packet 
lines. Tue disposition of 502 shares of the Memphis 
and St. Louis Packet Company belonging to tue 
Ames; estate, of which the cudders were trustees, 
is a main feature ot tue Ainmes-scudder coutroversy.
